1 . (currently amended) A system for automatically obtaining generating loan 
workout approvals decisions, comprising: 

a network of personal computers comiected into a network administered by a central 
server computer, 

each personal computer in the network including a network interface for transmitting 
servicer inputs to, and receiving outputs from, the server computer, 

each personal computer in the network further including display screens for receiving 
inputs from, and providing outputs to, a servicer on behalf of a financially troubled borrower, 
including inputs and outputs relating to a proposed woricout to resolve a problem status of an 
existing loan obheation of the financiallv troubled borrower. 

the central server computer having a central processing unit that runs automatic workout 
approval analysis software and has access to electronically stored information relating to the 
financially troubled borrower and other information necessary to tho dooioion analysis proooss 
analysis of a decision fo r approval, deferral or rejection of the proposed workout 

the central server computer being operative, under the control of the workout analvsis 
software, to analyze details of the p roposed workout in light of criteria established by a mortgage 
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insurer, the analysis taking into account concessions that must be made in order to accomplish 
the proposed woAout. the analysis further taking into account financial conditions related to the 
borrower and the property influencing the desirability of making the concessions necessaiv to 
accomplish the proposed workout and the likelihood of success of resolving the problem status of 
the loan through the proposed workout 

the central server computer transmitting to the servicer on behalf of the financially 
troubled borrower, automatically over the network, approval of the proposed workout if the 
proposed workout meets the criteria established bv the mortgage insurer and, if the proposed 
workout does not meet the criteria established by the mortgage insurer, certain pr e d e fined 
porametoro ore met and, if tho prodofincd paramotors ore mot, providing fiuth^ instructions to the 
servicer on behalf of the financially troubled borrower. 

2. (original) The system of claim 1, wherein the personal computers are 
connected into the network using an bitemet connection. 

3. (original) The system of claim 1, wherein the network interface is web-based. 

4. (currently amended) The system of claim 1 , wherein one or more of the display 
screens presents to a user s e lects a workout t>pc among a menu of predefined workout types 
and wherein the syste m allows the user to choose a workout type by making an appropriate 
selection fi-om the menu of predefined workout types . 

5. (original) The system of claim 1, wherein if the user inputs fail to satisfy 
predetermined guidelines, the user receives a message informing the user that the system caimot 
be used. 
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6, (currently amended) A method for automatically obtaining loan workout 
crpprovals decisions^ comprising: 

connecting a networic of personal computers conn e ct e d into a network administered by a 
central server computer; 

providing each personal computer in the network with a network interface for 
transmitting servicer inputs to, and receiving outputs fh)m, the server computer; 

displaying on each personal computer in the network screws for receiving inputs from, 
and providing outputs to, a servicer on behalf of a financially troubled borrower, including inputs 
and outputs relating to a proposed workout to resolve a problem status of an existing loan 
obligation of the fi nanciallv troubled borrowen 

rurming automatic workout approval analysis software having access to electronically 
stored information relating to the financially troubled borrower and other information necessary 
to the d e oicion anolysio process analysis of a decision for approval, deferral or rejection of the 
pro posed workout, the workout analysis software being operative to analyze details of the 
proposed workout in ligh t of criteria established by a mortgage insurer, the analysis taking into 
ac cou n t concessions that must be made in order to accomplish the proposed workout the analysis 
further taking into acc ount financial conditions related to the borrower and the property 
influenci ng the desirability of making the concessions necessary to accomplish the proposed 
workout a nd the likelihood of success of resolving the problem status of the loan throug h the 
protx)sed workout : 
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trajasmitting to the servicer on behalf of the financially troubled borrower, automatically 
over the network, approval of the proposed workout if the proposed workout meets the criteria 
established by the mortfiage insurer and, if the proposed workout does not meet the criteria 
established by the mortgage insurer^ oortain pred e fin e d paromotoro oro mot and, if tho predefin e d 
param e ters ar e m e t providing further instructions to the servicer on behalf of the financially 
troubled borrower. 

7. (original) The method of claim 6, fiirther including: 
connecting the personal computers into a network using an Internet connection. 

8. (original) The method ofclaim 6, fiirttier including: 

using a web-based interface for connecting the server computer into the network. 

9. (currently amended) The method of claim 6, fiirther includmg: 

oyotom of claim 1, wh e r e in tho user sclcots receiving inputs fi^om a user to select a 
workout type among a menu of predefined workout types. 

1 0. (original) The method of claim 1 , fiirther including: 

transmitting a message informing the user that the system cannot be used if the user 
inputs fail to satisfy predetermined guidelines. 
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
